EDWIN BDOTIl. 

The evening of Moudav. Sept. 1'). 
1849, saw Edwin Booth's first appt i- 
ance on the stage. It was at the B< t - 
ton museum, ana he played the part <>t 
TreSHel in "Richard 111," bis father, 
the great Junius Brutus Booth, takiti;.; 
the Madingrole. The part of Tressel ia 
a Terr smul one, and young Booth to<ii< 
itqofte nnexpactedly. He was actin .; 
as hia father's dresser during the c - 

Rgement. The stage manager hiul 
en ca«t for Tressel, but he was ovi-r- 
worked, tired and almost ill, and ho 
begged young Booth, who finally con- 
sented, to play the part. The arrange- 
ment was made witiiout cunsolting tlu^ 
father, whose firi^t intimation that his 
eon was to make his professional debut 
that night was when Edwin appeared 
in the &essingroom costumed as Tres- 
sel. The father offered to lend the boy 
his spurs, and the offer was accepted. 

Wnen Edwin returned to the drt s s 
ing-room, after having done his wo:!: 
on the stage, he was anxious to k\^<^\\■ 
what bis father, who had from \< ■ 
wings closely watched his brief p< r 
4ormance, would say in criticism, l>ir 
the father morely held out his foot uu 
said: "Give me my spurs." 

Booth's last appearance on any si.:;^. 
was at an afti rnoon performanc • i.. 
Hamlet at the Brooklyn Park t'at ii ' : 
Saturday, April 4, 189 1 . Booth's a' . i 
was far from strong — the effects of i ■ 
advancing a;;e and failing powers 
plainly visible— yet he was given a vt i . 
table ovation by the audience. He mn- 
a brief speech in acknowledgment, h 
when he left the theater the street \v 
crowded by his admirers, who che< r 
him wildly as he drov6 away. Bet^^ ' 
it»t evening in Boaton and that i.i 
noon In Brooklyn a great career i. 
■teatched Ite years, a career that will 
atn^ed with interest and admiraM< u 
long as records of the American bc. 
e^t. 

Bdwin Booth was bom in Bar;! 
'oonntj, about 20 miles from Balti... 
Not. 16, ItttlS. His father, J\.: 
Brntua Booth, was 87 years old t: 
and in the aenith of bis flami> 
actor. The mother had been, if is : n 
a flower girl in Covent Garden, L 
don. She was a beautiful wo: i; 
Tbere ware seven children, of w.. 
John Wilkes and Edwin were the < n 
two to achieve fame on the »t ' 
Jnnina Bihttna, the father's namesu. 
passed the best part of his career h!' ^ 
notelkeeper at Manchester-by-the-:i^e > 
Mai^B., wnere he died. Joaepa Decasi'f 
a well known pbyslolan at' Loi. . 
Branch. Mary Aala maMed John 
Clarke, the comedian, and wrote liv. 6 
of both har father and her famous 
brother. 

Edwin was more in sympathy with 
hia erratic, morose father tluu any 
other of the children, and, as soon as he 
became old enough, accompanied him 
on all hia travels, attending to his per- 
eonal oomf ort and watching carefully 
and constantly to keep him from break- 
ing hlg engagements or giving way to 
the intense fits of depression from which 
he periodically suffered. Thna the boy's 
early youth was passed in a theatrical 
atmosphere, and his career marked out 
tat Mm by circumsRuice. > • 

For two or three years after bli al- 
most accidental debut he acted inter- 
mittently in his.father's company. 

In 18M he went to California. "When 
then news of bis father's death reached 
him (it aooorred Nov. 80, 1803) he was 
atranded without money or friends and 
almost without food in a Nevada 
mining camp. He finally got back to 
San S^aileisoo ragged, worn and weary. 
Between that time and 1806 be visited 
Australia and the Sandwich Islands. 
This whole period was one of misery, 
many of his journeys being made on 
foot. Hewaa himself obliged to post 
the bills that announced bis perform- 
anoes. He went bunny omn. His 
road ^as ^Ijnost .incredibly Imt 



hf iiifiilc n triumph out nf It, for when 
he left Friwo early in \'<'u or late in 
lx")fi lie was j^iven an (ivation. 

Theji he retiimed to tlie eiist. and iip- 
pear«'(l with suci esK in Uostnii as Sir 
Uiles Overreach. In New York im- 
mediately attcrwards he wa.s fairly 
started on the liifih road to fame and 
fortune by his imi)eri<oiiati(pii8 of Rich- 
ard 111. Shylock. KUm L..ir. Handet. 
Bnitus and other roleK. 

It was about this time that he met 
Mary Devlin, a southern Kirl of j^reat 
beauty and an actress of e.\trH< irdinary 
talent. They were married in New 
York July 7, 1860. She immediately 
retire«l from the stajte. They wnrt 
ideally hapj)y. Booth next essayeil a 
sea.son in London without ^rcat suf- 
cess, ami i e'niirird t<; Ns'w York in isf,-.; 
to lie^iii his .M'ries of rejireseiitationM at 
the Winter (iardeii theater, which es- 
tablished him as thi' t?re«test living 
American actor. His "Handet" rao 
for more than 100 niMthts— a measure ui 
success at that time unheard of. In 
1868 his voung wife died. For a time 
he abanrfonded his profession. 

In 1H04-.5 Booth again a{)peared in, 
New York an Hamlet. April 17 of the 
latter vear the assassination of Presi- 
dent Lincoln by John Wilkes, his 
brother, startled the world, and en 
trulft <l liiiii in H sea (if ^'rief and wretel 
ednes-, I le (juit tile Htajre on the ver 
niKht of tln) tragedy, iiitetuling ne'.-. i 
to return to it; but the ini]iortuniti. s 
hia friends were so earnest that. .l;n. 
80,1866, he again stei)ped ujion t!" 
stage. His appearance h-hind the foi ' 
lights was the siurnal for nine ■^r,- 
cheers, which fairly nhook tlie tin-, it 
But nevei sine*- that fatal l.ih nt A i: 
has he played a professional engai? 
ment in Washington. 

After his re-entry into public life i 
1866 Booth was the central figure o ' 
series of mflgniflcent prmlnctions at ■ 
Winter (larden. When that tiic; 
was destriiV' d by firt- he erected tiie ; 
mtms I iootli s theater. The revivals 
•'Ronii o and Juliet," "Richelieu. " 
lius C'a'sar " and other great tra^/t < 
on its staLje nnjrk an epoch in the 
tory of the American <trama, but i 
bankrupted the man who gave tht ta i 
the public. After his failure Mr. \> 
found himself nearly .si.iH)(».00i» in d ' 
This vast indebte;!lness he has sin 
paid, didlar for dollar, with interest. 

The death oi liis second wife was '.'i 
culmination of a loii;^ seriesof doiii'-:- ' 
anxieties. He nui<le another and y 
nomenally sucdiessful professional vi-. 
to England and,- also sowed a triumin 
in (rermany. 

His lour with Lawrence Barrett b' 
gan during the season of IfH; - 
From both a financial and nr i ; - 
standpoint they were wonder; uii- 
satisfactory. The protits on one s .i 
.son were moi*e tluiu $n(iO,ooo. i 
IN^li this connection of the iv. ■ 
great American actors was rudely int r 
rupted for a rime, Un the eveuiuit 
April 11 at Rochester. Mr. Booth w.;s 
suddenly stricken with an illness, which 
it was thought at first would prove 
fatal. But Booth r.nllied Mid acted 
many time.s after that. 

The first real manifestations of 
Booth'.s de( a U nee appeared during the 
winter of I^lMi-l while he was playing 
with Barrett in New Y'ork. It was evi- 
dent that his jKiwers were failing, and 
the death of Barrett, sudden and une.\- 
pected as it was. was the final blow 
which brok" the 'tragedian's strength, 

Bwth loveil solitude, admitted fe 
friends to intimacy and lived as quii t a 
life as his profession would admit. To 
bis generosity the Players' club owes its 
beautiful home on Grameroy park iu 
New Y'ork city. 

Latterly Mr, BtKith had lived in 
Lakewood, N. J., where he owned a 
beautiful home. It was there that tii - 
general breakdown, which eventuated 
in his death, first manifested its- li. 
Booth was well off and is believed ti > 
have left a fortune of more than ^Ml- 

000, 

THE INFANT A AT CHICAGO. 

A Or««t l'liru«( Walonm* Hmr to 01 1; 
anil 81io«. 

CifK AOO, June 7. — The Infanta Eu- 
lalie of Spain and sufte arrivMl in Clii- 
cago on the Pennsylvania road at l"2:lii 
in the aftirnoon. The royal party was 
met at the state line cjHicially by ex- 
Mayor WashlHiurne, representing 
Mayor Harrison and Uobart Chatfield, 
Chatfield-Taylor, Spanish consul at 

Chicago. 

There was a great crowd, but not 
much of a popular deirtonstration. Tlie 
cheering iKHiume more general as tlie 
princess neared the I'alnur house. The 
infanta, after resjionding to the greet- 
ing of Mayor Harrison, entered a cur- 
riage drawn by four horses, and umler 
escort of tw > troojis of United Staten 
cavalry, proceeded at a slow pace to the 
Palmer, where, after brief httention to 
their toilet, the princess and her suite 
went down to luncheon in their private 
dining room. 

After luncheon the infanta felt so 
fatigued in spite of the lu.xury sur- 
roundings her long ride from New 
Y'ork that she retired to her bed 
chamber and spent the rest of the aft- 
ernoon in refreshing sleep. No cards 
Were ;i11ii\ved tx) be Sent into her, and 
fewiM.I' l o pay their respects until 
evening. The menilxTs of tlie Spanish 
world's fair commission, the Spanish 
consulate and a few of the high exposi- 
tion officials called during the evening, 

Thursday morning "^he will go by 
tally-ho coach to tiie fair grounds, 
where she will meet the officials and 
breakfast with president T. W. Palmer 
in the administration building. The 
rest of the day will be spent iu viewing 
the Spuiish exhibits. Friday morning 
will be spent driving in the parks ana 
seeing the city. In the evening the 
princess will be the guest of honor at a 
brilliant reception to bo given at Potter 
Palmer's cattle home. A host of dis- 
tinguished foreigners in the city and a 
small number of CAiioago people have 
been invited. A oonoalt tor the prin- 
cess will be given at tha Mr grounds 
early next week.

WABmNOTOx, June 7*— The Russian 

extr.idition treaty, which has been tii> 
suliject of negotiation between the two 
contractir.g jiarties for more tli;.n s. 
years, wliicli lias been amended av'.i 
anil again, and wliicii was threatein 
with defeat in its final stages, has a 
last been formally proclaimed. 

The ratifications were exchanged in 
St. Petersburg nearly two months «;,'>■ 
but becau-e it was necessary to oI)ser\i 
extraordinary precautions to seen;- 
the !^ufe transniissioii of the docune i • 
to the United Stiite.^^, the treaty w.i- 
not received at tli.' ih-partment until . ■ 
late day last week. The treaty . was i > 
the French language, and it was nc<.-< . 
sary to translate the ' document iu; 
Knglihh and make very careful con. 
parison between the translation an 
the original. This work was compl.-tt 
Monday, and Tuesday the presideii 
saw it for the first time when Secretai .- 
Gresham carried it to the cabinet mee: 
ing. All that remained to be done w;. 
to make the otticial proclamation, ai.. 
that was done later in the afternoon. 

The proclamation itself was date 
Monday and simply recited the provii 
ions of the treaty, with the announc' 
ment that it would go into effect - 
days from date, that is to say June '2 
Interest centres on the sections makip 
attempts upon the heads of govtn; 
ments or accessory to such attempts e.' 
traditable. These sections in the treat 
as oflicially promulgated are precise! • 
identical in language with the sectioi;.' 
publislied in Washlngtor dispatchtfi ti- 
the United Preso of Auril 22 last. Ti 
full text of the treaty is as follows: 

It is claimed in official circles that in 
s]nte of all that has been said about th ' 
treaty, it is similar in scope to all th 
extradition treaties negotiated by the 
United States in recent years, althou^.i 
iu practice it may be that the admiDl^ - 
tration of the essential difference be- 
tween the judicial systems of ^e two 
countries, which in this case are sup 
posed to be more than usually diver 
gent. 

Article 1' -The high contracting partieii 
re( ipiMcaUy agree to surrender tu eaoli 
otlier upon iinituul requisitions and ac- 
cording to tlieir respective regulation' 
and proteedure persons, who, bein..: 
charged with or convicted of the com mis 
sion, in the territory of the contract inj.:

It shall remain in force for six mouii >• 
after notioO of its termination shall have 
been given by dther of the oontraoMi. .

While savings depositors would be 
crushing and struggling at one end of 
an office to get their nioney, representa- 
tives of business houses would oe hand- 
ing in their rolls of currency and bags 
of silver at the other end. Nor was 
there any unwonted excitement appii- 
jrent around any of the national banks 
for tlie first hour after the opening of 
business. 

The number of savings institutions 
upcm which a run was made yesterday 
was increased this morning by theaddj- 
tion of the Qlolm Savings bank, which 
has savings and individual deposits to a 
total of about $ttUO.00O. 

Its officers, however, w^ere prompt in 
announcing that the 3U days' notice 
would be required, and the savings de- 
positors had consequently to be content 
w^ith giving notice of their intention to 
draw out next month. 

Bankers believe that in a week or 
two. when the financial situation has 
resumed its normal condition, the 
greater part of the money will be re- 
tiuned to the institutions now paving it 
out, as the holders would inflnftely pr»> 
fer to have it drawing interest, rather 
than to be taxed for boxes in which to 
keep it. •

WvsiiiNiiTo.v, June 7. — Comptroller 
Eckels said to a reporter in rejdv to a 
question that "so far as present advicea 
go from Chicago no national bank baa 
Wen affected by the financial flurry. 
The Clearinghouse association stand 
ready and willing to assist one another 
and give aid in every manner needed. 
This fact wiil do much to give confi- 
dence to the ]>e<iiilH and prevent niiy- 
thing li'<e a run upon any of the na- 
ti(mal banks. The saving b.ink fail- 
ures of yesterday have not produced 
any consternation among thedepoait- 
ors of the national banks, and will 
not." 

The abstract of the condition of na- 
tional banks in Chicago ou the date of 
the last call showed a reserve of 20.45 
per cent,' or 4.45 per cent above tiie re- 
serve required oyt law. The total re- 
sources are stated at 1160,804,804. The 
surplus fund was 111,510,700 and un- 
divided pr ofits t2.500,000.^

Bhittcnnati and 
Charley Danzer, of the Alms <!( Doopkc 
Company, were itandlng on Walnut 
street, neai^Fifth, discussin^r matters in 
general when Clift came along. It is 
aaid that Clift wa,8 considerably the worse 
for liquor and decidedly (Hiarreleome. 
Blatterman and Clift were schoolmates 
and playmates togetlior when boys, and 
both of them have any amount of. grit. 
Clift did not like Blatterman talking to 
Danzer for some reason not yet cxiilaincil. 
He accotted Blatterman with the remark 
that he was talking to Dancer abont him . 
The big salcanmn <lenied til. ' 1 
tried to pacify Clift. ' We nev« r uion- 
tioned yoar name,' said Blatteman, in a 
pacific way; ' we were ilif cussing busines!? 
tirely.' Clift would not take the peace 
offering, and, drawing a knife, cried out : 
' Well, T guoss I'll cut your heart out, any- 
way.' lilatternian did not flinch, but tried 
to get Clift to go away. He told him lie 
was drunk or he wouldn't talk that way, 
but the angry man was not to be pacified, 
and lie followed lUatttTiiian. The Htory 
ii that Clift bad hia knife in his hand. 
Blatterman tamed around and said: 
' Clift, do you mean what you said ' < K 
cooTN I do,' ahouted the infuriated man. 
* I will cut your heart out.' 

" With this Clift is said to have made a 
iunge with the wicked-looking knife 
which he held in his hand, and he jnst 
grazed the right hand of Blatterfiian, 
cutting a slight gash between the thiril 
and little finger. Blatterman ia a powci- 
f 111 man, and &« the lunge was made he 
drove his right band full under Cliffs 
jaw and the knife-user fell to the lioor, 
but was on his feet in an instant only to 
be tloored again. When he jumiie l u]) 
Blatterman grabbed his han<l, and liold- 
ing hia fiat in a threatening manner told 
Olift to drop the knife or he would kill 
him. Just then Gordie Durrell wrested 
the graep of the knife from Clitt and the 
fight waa over. Gordie tried to act as 
jicace-inakcr. He asked Blatterman to 
take a diink witli Clift, but he aaid .that 
when Mr. Clift got sober he woald talk 
tn hini. lloth Clift and Blatterman are 
well known men, and well liked. There 
is no more genial and popular man in the 
community than Clift when he is himself, 
and his friends deplore the unfortunate 
Oi'currence. As the two men had always 
been fast friends up to^Mondav iii;;iit, it is 
thought they will be brouglit together 
and their old relatiouH rentored. ItLitter- 
man declares that Clift is as game and 
fine a fellow as he ever saw, and would 
never have attackedhim had he not been 
in hia cups."
